WASHINGTON, D. C.t Oct. 10.— Winston Churchill and Robert 
Taft have volunteered their services in bringing the English-speaking 
peoples back to traditional conservatism. 
But their is a curious and 
significant contrast between the two leaders—a contrast that extends 
to the two countries as well. 
Both men are sons of form er statesmen. 
Both are bred, educated, 
trained and eager for the challenging task 
Both at lie art l.eiiev# 
that statecraft is the art of doing, in Alexander Hamilton's phrase, 
“what will benefit—not what will pleftse the people”. 
Churchill Superb Showman 
But there the similarity ends. 
Churchill, now engaged in a per­ 
suasive campaign for reinstatem ent as Prime Minister, is many things 
that Taft is not—a superb showman, a literary genius in the spoken 
and written word, a 100 per cent believer in himself and his destiny. 
Taft, on the other hand, is as personable in his public appearances 
as a cigar-store Indian, as sparkling a speaker as a company treasurer 
reading a financial report, a man who strangely enough believes in 
his principles of government without going overboard in the belief 
that he himself is their best advocate and apostle. 
Taft took a four- 
week speaking tour to learn if he had a ^hance to become President 
Churchill confidently tells all listeners that he—and he alone—-can 
restore England to her place in the sun 
Churchill’s Victory Would Be Personal 
These contrasting characteristics are important when it comes to 
looking ahead. 
A Churchill victory* would be a personal one. 
A Taft 
victory would be a party triumph. 
The British public, which ioves 
its wartime leader, is not at all blind to his faults and foibles. 
I was 
witness during the war to examples of this tolerant affection. 
Once, 
as the sole American in a small clubroom, I heard Churchill broadcast 
from a mid-day banquet at which he had obviously guzzled a m an’s 
share of champagne. 
After the great orator had flubbed several 
sentences of his w*ritten speech, our barkeeper remarked: 
“W innie’s 
’ad a drop too m uch”. 
I made the social error of chortling over this 
and earned the scowls of the assembly. 
It was all right for a Briton 
to note W innie’s predicament, but for an American—no! 
Again. I was 
present at an RAF mess when a Squadron Leader brought down the 
house by parodying a Churchill speech: 
“Never in the history of 
mankind has so much bushwa been spoken to so many by so few”— 
meaning the Churchill Cabinet. 
This time 1 knew better than to 
laugh, although Winnie’s countrymen did. 
Taft Did Good Turn For G. O. P. 
It is unimaginable that Taft could command this sort of personal 
affection—or be fairly accused of talking bushwa. 
According to all 
reports his W estern trip did more to “sell” the Republican cause than 
any political roadshow since the Lincoln-Douglas debates. 
Here. then, are the two men and it is not impossible that they will 
be chosen to lead their respective countries out of the present wilder­ 
ness. 
What yvould such a double event mean in terms of world al- 
fairsT 
A realizaiton of that “ fraternal association“ so dear to ^hurch- 
ill’s heart? 
A peacetime partnership as successful as its wartime 
cognate in dictator-busting? 
Similar Philosophy Of Government 
No. these things could hardly be. 
Both men. it is true, would 
embrace a sim ilar philosophy of government, would have little truck 
with radical elem ents at home or at Moscow. 
But their natures and 
their nations’ problems would almost certainly drive them into con­ 
flicting actions. 
When Churchill speaks, as he did last week, of de­ 
manding “imperial preferences.” he is talking about a restoration of 
the British Empire on the Seven Seas of world trade 
»Vhen Taft 
speaks, as he did last week, of “logical argum ents behind the actions 
which Congress took.” he refers to a continuing emphasis on domestic 
adjustm ents in the American heartland. 
Here, of course, is the essential contrast and it is bigger than 
both men. 
Even if both nations go whole-hog conservative. England’s 
way to salvation Is not our way. 
This is a melancholy thought 
It 
means that peace—which both nations desire—is the means of driving 
them apart, that British problems on our doorstep w iirb e less cheer­ 
fully received as time goes by. 
It means that what the founding fath­ 
ers put asunder in 1776. even Winston Churchill can hardly join to­ 
gether without the m isfortunes of war.

They 
are working for another country 
to destroy our country and should 
be treated as such instead of taken 
to our bosom.” 
“Never before have the emis­ 
saries of other nations felt so free 
io come in and criticize this coun- 
tiy .” 
The recent denunciation of Pres­ 
ident Truman as a “war monger” 
by the Electrical Workers Union in 
Boston was cited as an example of 
the deep penetration of Commun­ 
ist influences. 
Truman. Duff said, is a “loyal 
and natriotic American” 
“We know that he is whether 
we agree with his policies or not.” 
he stated. “When it is possible for 
that sort of denunciation, we are 
being underm ined in our own coun­ 
try in a way that is not appreciated 
and we had better wake up.” 
The Communist tide must be 
battled abroad in an aide to Europe 
plan that will “help needv coun­ 
tries to help themselves,” Duff as­ 
serted.

Cripps predicted that food and 
tobacco imports would be the first 
to be cut. 
He warned that too many cuts 
in food resources would endanger

site of an early farm house, long 
since fallen away, but remembered 
by the scraggly sweet apple, blue 
plum and ox-heart cherry trees 
which are still struggling along 
The butternut grove stands hard 
by this old homestead. During the 
summer I had noted that only the 
two little trees with their feet in 
a small spring had set fruit. The 
other trees, perhaps twenty in all, 
were barren. Toting a gunny sack 
i struck out for the loot, hoping 
that my young rivals had not been 
their first. 
Luck Is Good 
My luck was good, the trees 
had not been touched and though 
many of the sticky nuts had fallen 
there was still a good bushel aloft. 
Both trees are little fellows, scarce 
thirty feet tall, and I was able 
to shake down the full crop. One 
of the clusters gave me a good 
bang on the head in the process. 
The full sack shouldered its way 
back to the ear, its contents to be 
thoroughly seasoned on a stable 
floor at home, and later to be 
sampled when the wintry- winds 
blow chill. 
Along the way to the car, at 
several suitable spots I ground a 
fat nut into the earth beneath my 
heel. If only one of these “plant­ 
ings” develops into a healthy but­ 
ternut sapling, I will have squared 
my debt for the full bushel taken. 
There was still an hour or so of 
full sunlight left, so I hiked a 
leisurely mile or two in the thick 
woodland standing as neighbor to 
the upland pasture where the but­ 
ternuts grow. 
Wild Crabapples 
In the thickets edging the tim­ 
ber were several wild crabapple 
trees carrying capacity loads of 
the small tart fruits. Here and 
there a wild black cherry’ had 
saved a few choice morsels for me. 
A gray squirrel disputed my right 
to trespass as I walked among the 
trees and a chipmunk fairly ex­ 
ploded with wrath as he scurried 
to safety beneath a large boulder. 
The shining leaves of the winter- 
green, commonly known as “moun­ 
tain tea”, glistened against the 
dark forest floor. 1 pocketed a few 
of the pretty red berries and 
worked my way back to the car 
through the fading light. 
SASSY FRASS. 


Mr. J. Frost came down out of 
' the hills one recent midnight. He 
I marshalled 
his 
white 
spangled 
legions at the head of the v Alley 
and pressed a relentless attack. 
By dawn every acre of the objec­ 
tive had been taken and the coun­ 
tryside lay blackened and desolate 
before the invader. Dahlies hung 
at half mast in the garden rows. 
Nasturtiums and peppers and even 
the aggressive “billy buck" fell 
before the attacker during the 
night action. 
* As the sun bored through the 
morning haze, the warming ray* 
broke the icy bands and the heavy 
leaves of the catalpa dropped into 
a blackened heap beneath the tree. 
Only the wild fall asters hung out 
their purple and w-hitc and calico 
battle flags as the solar phalanx 
fought 
a 
stubborn 
rear guard 
action. Raid On Bittersweet 
A few days later I figured the 
time was ripe for the first raid on 
the bittersweet fencerows and the 
butternut groves. The main objec­ 
tive was the butternuts, primarily 
because of the small boys living 
just across the hill, who nust cer­ 
tainly have discovered those two 
small trees hanging full of the 
delicious fruits. 
The 
old 
faithful 
family 
car 
puffed 
bravely 
up 
the 
rough 
woods road that leads to the bench 
where the bittersweet climbs over 
fence rows, sapling:.. brier tangles 
and any other available ‘ trellis ’. 
Roadwarkers have cut away the 
magnificent stand which in other 
years painted the roadside red at 
one particular bend. Beyond the 
fences, in the berry thickets, the 
spreading vines hung full of the 
fat berries, and here J snipped the 
small bundle which will cheer our 
living room when the drifts are 
piling about the doors. 
Brilliant Red Berries 
There are many small dogwoods 
dwelling on the hillside above the 
bittersweet corner. 
The brilliant 
red berries, bunched in terminal 
“gangs”, blazed in flaming beauty 
amid the tinted leaves and the 
tight buds aiready set for next 
Aprils 
flower 
show. 
Staghorn 
sumac has also been snooping 
around 
the scarlet paint 
pots. 
Thickets of this common shrub are 
now accenting the wayside scene 
with those colorful “horns”. 
1 moseyed around on the brier 
tangled hillside, finally walking to 
the summit of a “bald 
knob 
coated with p o v e r t y grass and the 
poor-soii brome grass. The cot­ 
tony parachutes, ready to carry 
the brome seeds across the land­ 
scape, made a striking picture 
when seen against the sun. An 
occasional pokewecd, which had 
taken advantage of a spot of deep 
loam, showed a full crop of the 
rich purple berries which our fore-« 
hears used in making their writ- 
ing ink. 
Butternut Grove 
Leaving the bittersweet neigh­ 
borhood. I followed winding roads 
which led through the valleys and 
across the hills until 1 finally 
pulled 
up 
near 
the
